final Action on-Matter May Be 


Taken at Nexi Monday's 


Meeting 


If the details necessary for the call- 


ing- of a bond election for the construc- 
tion of a new county hospital can be 
arranged by Monday next the board of 
supervisors will call an election for the 
purpose, 
the 
probable 
amount, 
being 


§500,000. 
This latter feature, however, 


has not been determined, but that sum 
seems to fi n d f a vo i- w i t h most of t ho 
members of the board. 
The matter -will 


be settled at the next meeting- as will 
also the length of time the bonds are 
to run, the interest and whether the 
same shall be paid annually or other- 
wise, and the denomination. There was 
a tentative understanding- on ali these 
points arrived at tliis morn ins, but it is 
most likely that it will be changed at the 
nbxt assemblage. 
The 
boaj'd favored 


bonds of reasonably large denominations, 
the life of the same to be forty years 
and the Interest to be at the rate of 4 
per cent. 


It is uncertain as to whether final ac- 


tion, will be- taker. a.t the next meeting 
because in the meantime 'the county 
clerk will have to draft u. resolution out- 
lining 
the 
various 
election 
precincts, 


which in tills Instance a.ro to be reduced 
to ninety-seven for the purpose of re- 
ducing the cost of the election, have the 
same examined by the county surveyor 
and at the same time have the polling- 
places selected and the precinct officers 
appointed,

When Interviewed at his home, 1323

He be- 
lieves in paying teachers well and getting the best talent obtainable 
to ir.-truct the young. 
In short, he is abreast of the times in his 


views regarding the character and purpose of popular education. 


One of the strong points in Dr. Kelly's favor is his tolerant 


spirit and the ready ear he gives to ideas and suggestions that may 
be offered for the improvement and benefit of the schools. He has 
worked in entire harmony with his colleagues on the board and has 
in all ways shown an earnest desire to .promote the welfare of the 
department and to co-operate with all others sincerely interested in 
the moral training and practical education of the young. 


When we get a man like Dr. Kelly on the school board it is 


sound business'policy to keep him. there. The longer he serves the 
more efficient he is. The value of a good man-increases with expe- 
rience. 


The Gospel of Might 


The citizens of the annexed district will cheat themselves if 


they allow themselves to divide tip on the question of electing a 
City Commissioner to represent them in the municipal administra- 
tion. They cannot elect two men, and they have just one man who 
is strong both, in the district and in other sections of the city. That 
man is P. C- Fredcrickson. He is the only candidate from the an- 
nexed district who can be elected. The other alleged candidates 
have not the ghost of a show, and it is improbable that either of 
them has the faintest notion of being- elected. If the people of the 
annexed -district stand by Frederickson he is sure to be elected. 
Otherwise the district will have no representative in the City Com- 
mission.* 


It was Jack Cade, we believe, who proposed to hang all the law- 


yers as the initial step in his campaign of reform. His program has 
been somewhat modified by a later reformer. Only the judges are to 
•be hanged, and some of them are not even lawyers. 


Jhe Duty of Citizens. 


In his charter clay address at Berkeley Colonel Roosevelt made 


a boast that deserves the title'of confession. But for his action, he 
said, the construction of the Panama Canal would probably have 
been delayed fifty years. "I took the isthmus and let Congress de- 
bate about it," he declared. The N:cw York Evening Post commends | 
the. ex-President for telling the truth (not long ago the"- Colonel 
denounced the Post as a malicious liar), and says the responsibility 
for the theft of Panama is now fixed. It also gave'the Colonel credit 
for preaching the doctrine of territorial seizure in" violation of treaty 
obligations to young students being instructed in ethical culture. 


The Colonel's frankness would be more commendable if the 


statement made at Berkeley had been given out earlier. At the time 
of the so-called Panama "revolution" the administration organs de- 
nounced as vicious liars all who asserted that the revolution orig- 
inated' in Washington and was aided and abetted by the United 
States government. To be sure the revolt against Colombia 
was as sudden as an earthquake and by a singular coincidence the 
United States had a naval force on the ground, to .employ a par- 
adox, to protect American interests and take advantage of the 
situation. Marines were promptly landed and the republic of Pan- 
ama "recognized" by the government at Washington \vith startling 
suddenness. 


One \veek Panama was a state of the republic of Colombia and 


the next was' an independent republic (under protection of the, 
United States). 
With equal celerity a treaty satisfactory to Presi- 


dent Roosevelt was concluded with the new republic and work on the 
canal was begun ns quickly as the working plans could be drawn 
and materials assembled. 


"I did it," says Colonel Roosevelt. "I took the isthmus and let 


Congress debate' about it." An interoceanic canal could have been 
instructed at Nicaragua, and there were no political obstacles in 
the way. But .the Colonel preferred the Panama route and he over- 
came the obstacles interposed by the Colombian government by 
starting an opera bouffe revolt and creating a new nation. To his 
mind the rapid progress made in completing the Panama Canal is 
ample justification for breach of international comity. 
A similal 


excuse can readily be found to annex Canada. The St. Lawrence 
is the natural water outlet of the Great Lakes, around which a vast 
American commerce centers. Possession of the St. Lawrence is of 
vastly more importance to the people of the United States than a 
canal across the isthmus. Why not grab it on the ground of im- 
perious necessity? Why not say it is a natural route to the sea for 
American trade and take possession? 


Nothing succeeds like success.

why stop at Panama? Why not take Mexico and stop the riot down 
there? Why not wave the Stars and Stripes from the frozen north 
to the isthmus? But why stop at'anything? Why not take anything 
we want?

Popular g-overnment is based upon the assumption that the citi- 


zen will do his duty and do-ft intelligently. Nb form of government 
can relieve the citizen of his obligation to do his part in the selection 
of public officers and -holding them to account for the proper per- 
formance of their duties. No law or code of laws can be devised that 
will automatically put capable and upright men in office or apply 
sound methods in administration.' Laws do not originate policies 
or carry them out. That is for men to do, and if citizens want the] 
right sort of policies they must choose the right sort of men. In- 
crease of power works both ways—-to the extent that power can be 
used for good it can be used for ill. The officials to be chosen under 
the new charter will have more power than has ever before been 
placed in the hands of municipal officers in Oakland. It is of the 
gravest importance, therefore, that the men selected to exercise these 
enlarged powers are men who will not abuse them-nor wrench the new 
charter from its .purpose. The way to assure this is to elect men who 
have been tried and found faithful, men who have had experience 
and who have justified the confidence reposed in them by the people. 
The new charter will not do this for the citizen. Unless the citizen 
does his duty at the polls the new charter will prove a vast disap- 
pointment. Its concentrated powers will be misused or misapplied 
incl progress checked 'by the very agencies invoked to facilitate it.

Once more the cry is raised that the government debt should 


be popularized; that the bonds should be issued for small amounts 
and sold to the people, as is done in France. There are two ob- 
stacles to this plan. Government bonds are the -basis for national 
tank circulation, hence the government can readily sell bonds draw- 
ing as low a rate of interest as 2^2%- No other nation in the world 
can do that. This rate of interest is not attractive to people who 
can get at least 4% from the savings banks. 
Of course there is a 


slight advantage in favor of the government in the matter of secur- 
ity, but it is too slight to -weigh against the higher rate of interest 
paid by the banks. 


Small Mailers of Recenf History. 


Doubtless Governor Johnson has found that Colonel Roosevelt 


would get into bad company if he accepted the banquet tendered 
him by the "Union League Club of San Francisco. 
The Governor 


felt it his duty to guard the Colonel from evil communications. 
Hence the Colonel -will not dine with the Union Leaguers. But the 
Governor \vas over careful. Colonel Roosevelt declined to attend a 
public banquet tendered him at Chicago unless assured that Senator 
Lorimcr \vould not be present, although ILorimcr was a member of 
the club which gave the 'banquet. In one of his addresses in Cali- 
fornia he took occasion to denounce Lorimer. But at Cincinnati the 
Colonel had no objection to sitting down at table with Boss Cox, 
•who is under indictment for bribery. At the residence of his son- 
in-law, Hon. Nicholas hong.worth, he cordially, even 
effusively 


greeted Cox, to whom Mr. Long-worth owes his seat in Congress, 
although in the campaign of 1906 President Taft, then a member of 
Roosevelt's cabinet, denounced Cox and his machine as corrupt and 
unworthy of the support of decent Republicans. Cox is accused of 
a long scries of criminal acts, including corruption of the judiciary. 
His record as a political boss is longer than that of Abe Ruef, and 
is in no wise more creditable. He is now fighting in the courts to 
save himself from going to the penitentiary, and some of the indict- 
ments against -him have been dismissed by judges who were nom- 
inated and elected-by his influence. Yet Colonel Roosevelt does not 
advocate the recall of judges of Ohio,.nor has his son-in-law severed 
social and political relations with.the.-Cincinnati boss.

Tal«3 a concrete example of a family 
of five adults, a salaried man, having a, 
comt'ovtable home on a 40 foot lot. 
His 
total city tax for schools, sewers, streets, 
parks, police, fire and judicial protection, 
is 317.DO, but the same man's water bill 
is $45 annually, or 
two 
and one-hall! 
times his city taxes. 
His telephone bill 
is $33, or twice his city tax, and his gas 
btU is .>_£. 
Count that up and you will 


•find that this typical Berkeley family 
pays seven and one-half times as much 
anually to four ymblic service corpora- 
tions as he pays to the city for all mu- 
nicipal benefits. 
We .Socialists. 
therefore, 
are hitting

clare th.'il it is time that tho city stopped 
their exploitation.
